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1, In early February 1950 YU Pa-lun* (‘7 F) 4 ), an important Burmese 
Communist leader, went from Burma to Yunnan, thence by plane to 
Peiping where he conferred with Goverment authorities on the expansion 
of Commnist activities in Burma. The following decisions were made: 


(a) Chinese Communists agreed to send 2,000 Chinese at once to Burma 
via Yunnan as a m'litary cadre to aid Burmese Communist Party (BCP) 
learers train and build their army. 


(b) Chinese Communists assumed responsibility for equipn’ ng and supplying 
the BCP troops. : 


(c) The BCP, for its part, agreed to purchase supnlies needed by the 
Chinese Communists and help transport auch supplies to Yunnan.
